The greatef 
Philofopbers argus for the Jame principle, from the poor eftate and condi - 
tion wherein man is born: He that is by creation Lord and Governor 

all other creatures, is by nature moft infirm. The bull is armed and 
defended in itfelf with its horns ; the boar with his tufe ; the bear and 
ewolf with their teeth ; the bird with her feathers againft the cold, and 
wings to fly away 5 the bart and bare with their fwifinefs, and the 
like ; only man is born feeble and naked, not able to provide for, and de- 
Send bimjelf in many years,but only iby the help of others. Therefore be 
enufi be born to live in company ; and that not only for bis own ad- 
wantace, but in erderto do goed to others, Wiich made Ariftotie expre/s 
himjelf with great warmth againft that perfon, who fecludes himjfelf 
Srom all company and jociety, and fay, that fuch an one is eitter a god 
ora beat; i¢. a god; sf be hath no need of help from others ; which 
¢an be no man's cafe. A peal, if be feeveth not that natural infind, 
awhich man rath to live in comver/ation and to dogesd.—Or, adds Tully, 
How can man praRife juftice and friendjbip, and the other focial vir- 
tues, was be not born to live in company? for, as the office of juftice is 
te diffribute to every one their own ; where no number is there can be no 
diftribution — And to amt many other reafans, we find this confirmed by 
God himjelf ; who jaid, \t is Got good for man to be alone, let us 
m ke him an heipmee: like unto himfelf. Accordingly God did make 
mana companion, that they might beip each other, and comfort each 
omer ; and fron them Jprang all other focieties, and we ftand upon the 
Jame aivine infiruction for the help, relief, and benefit of his creature 
mon; whether affociated in families, tribes, villages, towns, citics, 
commonweaiths, or kingdems. . 

From bence 1 infer, that government, fupericrity, and the jurifdiAions 
of magifirates is aljo derived. For it is impoffible for men te live jo to 
gether as to belp and profit each other, except there be fome ausoority or 
magiftrate to c.ntroul their paffions, te keep peace and order umony them, 
ona to punifh evil doers, He. Woful experience has ofien convinced the 
incredulous, that where a multitude is gathered together, there enfues no- 
thing but horror ami confulion ; one endeavours to econfume and devoar 
the other : And tis much more hurtful than to live a/under, if there is 
none to repre/s the injolent, to affijl the impotent, to reavard the virtu- 
ous, to chajien the eutrageous, and to minifier jome hind of jaficea d 
ezuity unto the invabitants. Thertfore as government is neces ry i 


of nature al/o. 

Yo this we may add the confent and pra&ice cf all nation: in ¢/- 
univerfe. Which general confent is by Ciceso called, * The voice «ot 
mature 4er/elf. For, i all eur difeoveries, in the Indies, and -. 
auhere, we have never found eut a people without fome kind of ma,.-- 
trate, fuperiour, or governor. God alfo concurs expre/siy with this in- 
fin? of nature: * By me ( fays 4e to Solomon) Kings do reign : 
And the apoftle avoucheth that axutherity to beef God. 

Hegvever, tho’ st be thus proved, that juciety and government ar: om 
dained of God, and arife from an inflind in nature; jy it can? be, ic’ 
that ary particular form of government is of divin# appointment, or 
inAilled into mankind by nature. Every nation and country is left to 
chufe that form of government, which be/i fuits the genius and welfare 
ef its inhabitants. Here Athens, and Whebes, and many other ancient 
cities in Greece, and the Cantons of Switzesland of late times have 
been ruled by a popular goverment, called Democracy: 1 %e conful.g go- 
vernment of the Romans, and the modern regency in Holland is ane 
friffecracy, where a-chofen number of the befl of the poopie rule and 
make laws for thevefi. And mf? otker nations jubmit £9 the govern- 
ment of one fovercign, which is cali’d Monarchy, under what mame or 
ile feever be reigns. Arihtotle attributes this diverjily of forms in 
overnment, to the difference of mens natures, cufloms, educations, and Juch 
he caufes. And this is the reafon why we fird that the Jame nations 
nd people havé changed their form of government at different times ale. 
‘bus the Romans «were fir/ govern'd by Kings, whom they expel d for 

ir male-adminifiration ; and introduced a — by two Coniuls 
‘be elated annually: whofe authority tesy limited by « great number 


Senators, sheir counsel 5 and agaimtheir power by Tripuncs of the 


, Oppofire to the bottom of 
Jociety, and society is a natural principle ; conjeguently goweranent ise WU Se 4 


people ; and fometimes by D:2atort: and at laff they were governed by 
anciher fort of a monarch, called an Emperor or Cxfar, 

Carthage in Africa, and many other Grecian flctes, at divers times, 
and for divers veafens changed al/o their form of government. But what 
need we to fearch antiquity for examples : dees not Italy alone furnife 
us at this day with variety of forms of government? Naples bath ber 
King 3 Rome, ber Pope: Venice and Genoa have Senaters andDukes $ 
Flo ence, Modena, €%c. have their Dukes avithout Senators 3 and their 
power is abfolute. Germany formerly had one King over all, which 
now is divided into fo many kingdoms, dusedoms, earldoms, and other fu- 
preme principalities, On the contrary, & pain, which was once divided 
into Jeveral petty earldoms, and then dukidoms, and then kingdoms, are 
now re-united all under ote Monarch. ¥rance, after the expulfion of r 
the Romans, /ubmitred to Pharomond, their Sift King 5 but after the 
reign of Clodoveus, it was branched cut into four kingdoms for divers . 
years, tillit was again re united inte one monarchy, as at this day. And 
Zo omit Mulcovy,Poland, Johemina, and Pruffia, avho have all dag ed 
tbe forms of government within these trve centuries, let us look into the 
revolutions of our own nation. England avas @ monarchy under the 
Britains, a prowince under the Rowans; an heptarchy, or divided in~ 
to feven kingdoms, under the Saxons, and omce under @ commonwealth ¢ 
but now it 15 under monarchy, the bef of covernments: andall this by 
Ged’s permiffion and approbation ; wh» in lohem thereof Juffered his own 
peculiar people, Uisael, to be under divers mannews of governments in di- 
vers.times; as firft under Patriarchs; Abraham, Ifaac, Jacob, ee 
then under Captains ; as Moles, Jothua, Se. then mnder Judges; as 
Othniel, Giceon, Ge, then under Hiz) Priefis again; as Heli and 
Samuel ; Then under Kings; as Saul, David, Solomon, &e. And 
then under Captains and Hizh-Pricfs again; as Zerobabel, Judas, 
Maccabeus, amd his brethren, until the government was laftly taken 
Srom them, and they brought under the power of the Romans, and of 
treign Kings appainted by their conquerors. 

And from hence I conclude, that neither Gad, nor nature preferibeth 
by Jpectal commandment, any of thefe forms ; but concurreth with the 
adminifiration of any, or of all of them, when effablifoed by the good 
liking of the commonwealth, and are calculated to promote virtue, and to 
rebuke vice. Gop save THE Kina.

S IR, 
* J. ET us exert ourfelves at a time when we ftand in need

Men, who under a pretence of «* Liberty and Property,” (as they 
term it) would facrifice the Liberties of every American to 
anfwer their moft vile purpofes. Have we not, Sir, of late 
been put to an enormous charge by a few men, who unlefs they 
had thus behaved we fhould not have been made fufficient dupes, 
nor they, as inftruments, would have been longer able to fup- 
port themfelves on the fpoils of their conftituents ? But, Sir, 
the approaching Election is coming on, when I hope, if you 
have the leaft regard for your country’s intereft, you will not 
fuffer yourfelves to be led on further by the blind, leaft you 
fhould fall into the ditch, when I believe you will not have 
fufficient ftrength to fhake the mire from off you, and difen- 
gage yourfelves. You are -fafficiently entangled already, but 
you have an opportunity to cut the gordian knot, which if not 
now embraced, before another prefents, you may be led in 
chains to thofe manfions of terror, and dumed to drag a life 
of mifery and defpair.
